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Acushnet  Kids  Fit  Right  In  At  Old  Colony 


Over  60  Acushnet  Middle  School  students 
seemed  right  at  home  as  they  poured  off  their  school 
bus  into  the  Old  Colony  doors  for  a  first  class  tour. 
Like  their  own  school,  Old  Colony  is  smaller  and 
some  might  say  friendlier  than  larger  high  schools. 
"They  are  used  to  a  small  school,  we  get  to  know 
everybody,  "  said  school  librarian  Chris  Watling. 
Teachers  also  know  students  on  a  personal  level,  she 
explained. 

Since  Acushnet  doesn't  have  its  own  high 
school,  students  must  choose  between  New  Bedford 
High  School,  Fairhaven  High  School  and  Old  Colony 
Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School.  Touring 
the  facilities  is  one  way  to  help  the  students  make 
the  right  decision. 

The  students  were  split  up  into  several 
groups  with  honor  society  students  and  teachers 
leading  the  way  through  the  hallways  at  Old  Colony 
in  a  fun,  upbeat  environment. 
Their  first  stop  was  in  the  Drafting  department 
where  students  can  work  on  architectural  and 
mechanical  subjects.  "Here  is  our  wall  of  greatness," 
joked  Cassie  Martin  who  showed  them  a  wall  full  of 
blue  prints.  The  department  has  also  helped  design 
the  Rochester  Environmental  Park. 

In  the  Health  Careers  department, 
sophomores  sat  in  a  room  with  plastic  dummies 
lying  on  cots,  catching  the  attention  of  the  Acushnet 
students.  Mrs.  Santos'  students  introduced 
themselves  to  the  eight  graders;  many  of  them  plan 
to  become  a  registered  nurses  or  physical  therapists. 
They  will  all  graduate  as  a  certified  nurse's  aid. 
When  asked  what  they  have  learned  so  far,  students 
said  they  have  learned  how  to  read  vital  signs  and 
how  to  work  as  a  team. 

Students  also  get  hands  on  experience 
working  10-12  weeks  in  a  nursing  home  as  they  near 
graduation. 

In  the  Cosmetology  Department,  where 
students  were  practicing  their  manicure  skills,  Mrs. 
Bretto  explained  that  the  department  offered  a  full 
service  salon  at  cost  "so  the  students  get  work 
experience,"  she  said.  Students  must  accumulate 
1,000  hours  of  work  experience  during  their  time  at 
the  school. 

After  passing  the  state  boards,  the  students 
can  work  as  apprentices  for  two  years  and 
eventually  open  a  shop  of  their  own,  she  said.  "Or 
they  proceed  to  get  more  education,  business  has 
become  a  big  part  of  it."  Most  recently  three  of  her 
former  students  have  opened  their  own  business  in 
their  own  home.  In  a  shop  related  class,  students 
must  study  the  nerves  of  the  head  and  neck  since 


they  will  be  working  on  them  a  great  deal. 

Students  also  toured  the  Computer 
Technology  Learning  Center  where  the  motto  is, 
"every  student  who  graduates  will  be  technology 
literate." 

In  the  Welding  Department,  students  learned 
that  women  in  general  have  a  natural  ability  to 
weld.  "Don't  think  this  is  just  a  man's  job,"  said 
Doug  Desroche,  instructor  and  former  Old  Colony 
student.  He  said  two  freshman  female  students  did 
an  outstanding  job,  even  surpassing  some  seniors. 
He  showed  them  a  trailer  they  made  for  the  senior 
class  to  raffle  off  the  raise  money  for  proms  and 
graduation.  "We  get  a  lot  of  jobs  from  outside 
customers,"  he  explained. 

Old  Colony  Student  Mike  Souza 
enthusiastically  introduced  the  students  to  the 
Automotive  Shop.  He  too  told  them  girls  are  in  that 
shop  as  well.  In  his  freshmen  year  he  learned  how 
to  give  an  oil  change,  wheel  alignment  and  in  his 
senior  year  he  is  learning  how  to  fix  air  conditioning 
and  even  building  a  motor.  "The  co-op  is  a  big 
advantage,"  he  said.  Students  get  to  work  out  in  the 
field  for  class  credit. 

"How  many  of  you  here  want  to  go  to 
college?"  he  asked  the  group  of  students.  Every  one 
raised  their  hands.  "I  got  accepted  to  a  two-year 
college,  they  actually  encouraged  (attending  a 
vocational  school),"  he  said. 

Mike  Souza  had  something  in  common  with 
the  students;  he  graduated  from  Ford  Middle  School 
as  well.  "It's  kind  of  the  same,  it's  faster  moving  but

Barry  Denham,  representing  the  planning  board,  said 
that  the  passage  of  this  article,  with  the  required  2/3 
vote,  would  give  the  board  "special  permit  granting 
authority."  The  voters  rejected  the  proposal  with  a  vote 
of  79-134. 

•ARTICLE  7:  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to 
amend  the  zoning  by-law  by  adding,  originally,  the 
following  new  paragraph  to  Subsection  G: 

"4.  Public  and  private  golf  facilities  with  9  or  18 
regulation  length  golf  holes  located  on  a  parcel  or 
parcels  of  land  containing  not  less  than  75  acres,  such 
golf  courses  to  include  any  other  facilities  normally 
associated  with  a  9-hole  or  18-hole  golf  course,  but 
specifically  excluding  miniature  golf  facilities,  fast  food 
restaurants  and  ice  cream  shops."  Because  the  Site  Plan 
Review  proposal  did  not  pass,  the  wording  was 
amended  so  that  a  special  permit  would  be  required  to 
construct  public  and  private  golf  facilities. 

The  previous  zoning  by-laws  had  no  provision 
for  a  course  with  public  access.  The  proposed  golf 
course,  which  is  planned  for  the  area  south  of 
Industrial  Drive  and  east  of  North  Street,  will  cover 
660  acres,  of  which  more  than  300  are  wetlands.  The 
voters  rejected  a  movement  made  to  amend  the  article 
so  that  it  would  read,  "...not  less  than  75  contiguous 
acres,  wetlands  excluded,...."  The  voters  approved  the 
article,  which  required  a  2/3  vote,  190-5.

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board 
of  Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Tuesday  January

Correspondence  for  the  week  include  a  letter 
from  Thomas  Crotty,  town  counsel,  in  response  to 
some  questions  from  Executive  Secretary  Pickles.  He 
said  that  it  is  possible  for  the  town  to  "impose  a  limit 
on  the  total  number  of  residential  building  permits 
issued  each  year."  Mr.  Crotty  said,  "...A  limit  on 
development,  like  a  complete  temporary  ban  on 
development,  will  need  a  sound  reason  to  support 
the  town's  concern  about  development." 

Executive  Secretary  Pickles  had  also  asked  if 
certain  areas  could  "protected"  based  on  their 
aesthetic  value.  Mr.  Crotty  wrote  that  this  is  allowed 
by  the  zoning  statute,  but  it  would  "take  away  all 
use. ..It  would  either  be  unenforceable,  or  would 
render  the  town  liable  for  damages." 

The  Buzzards  Bay  Action  Committee  (BBAC) 
sent  an  "invoice  for  the  town's  assessment  for  FY 
97."  In  the  past,  BBAC  has  been  funded  by  voluntary 
contribution,  but  this  year  the  valuation  and 
population  of  each  of  the  thirteen  communities 
involved  in  BBAC  was  considered  to  determine 
what  would  be  paid  by  each  town.  Marion  will  pay 
$1,250,  only  $250  more  than  last  year.

Rochester  Selectmen's  Meeting 

January  29, 1996 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  January 
29  at  7:10  pm  by  Chairman  Michael  Murphy. 
Selectman  David  L.  Hughes,  Selectman  Lorraine  Roy 
Hawkes  and  Administrative  Secretary  Shirley  A. 
Ferreira  were  also  present. 

After  approving  the  minutes  from  the 
January  16  and  22  meetings,  with  some  corrections 
made  by  Selectman  Hawkes,  an  earth  removal 
hearing  for  R.H.  Bogs,  Inc.  was  held.  Bill  Madden,  a 
representative  from  GAF  Engineering,  explained 
that  53,500  cubic  yards  of  materials  from  property 


off  Mary's  Pond  Road  would  be  removed  to  square 
off  an  existing  bog.  Selectman  Hughes  made  a 
motion  to  grant  R.H.  Bogs  permission  to  remove  the 
materials  in  three  phases  with  the  "normal 
stipulations"  Selectmen  give.  There  were  no  abutters 
present  who  objected  to  the  work. 

About  50  people  showed  up  to  show  their 
support  to  reappoint  Chief  Denham  for  a  3-year 
term. 

Under  correspondence,  Selectmen  received 
six  letters  from  residents  in  support  of  Chief  Walter 
V.  Denham  to  continue  serving  as  police  chief.  Many 
of  the  residents  wrote  they  felt    Selectmen 
(Chairman  Murphy  and  Selectman  Hughes)  were

Resident  Todd  Bodeau  wrote,  "I  hope  you  change 
your  mind.  At  this  point,  I  will  not  be  supporting 
your  reelection."  One  18-year  old  resident  said,  "I

"All  townspeople  I  have  talked 
with  support  and  appreciate  the  protection  he  has 
given  to  our  town,  and  certainly  our  crime  problems 
are  better  controlled  than  in  other  communities... it 
would  be  shortsighted  indeed,  considering  monies 
spent  on  his  training  and  schooling  over  the  last  few 
years,  not  to  take  advantage  of  his  expertise.

stated  they  built  in  the  town  because  they  felt  that 
this  was  where  they  wanted  to  spend  their  years  but 
"because  of  lack  of  police  protection,  I  now  fear  for 
my  life." 

Also  under  incoming  correspondence, 
several  Rochester  residents  asked  Selectmen  to  read 
their  letters  supporting  the  reappointment  of  Chief 
Denham  out  loud.  Michael  and  Roxanne  Costa,  who 
were  present  at  the  meeting,  said  they  wanted  some 
answers  to  the  questions  in  their  letter  they  sent  last 
week.  In  the  letter  they  stated,  "we  do  not  like  the 
way  the  Board  suddenly  brought  this  matter  to  a 
vote  without  any  input  from  the  public  and  without 
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giving  the  police  chief  an  opportunity  to  be  present 
at  the  meeting..."  Mrs.  Costa  stated  she  wanted  a 
credible  reason  for  not  reappointing  the  chief. 
Selectman  Hughes  said  he  had  "  no  comment." 
Chairman  Murphy  said  "I  have  no  response  at  this 
time.  I  made  a  decision,  I'm  sticking  to  the  decision  I 
made.  I  don't  believe  I'd  like  to  answer  these 
questions,"  he  stated. 

Mrs.  Costa  said  they  as  residents  deserved  to 
know  "what  brought  this  about."  Chairman  Murphy 
said  he  respected  their  concern.  "  I  made  this 
decision  on  my  own.  I  let  the  community  know  what 
my  intentions  were  up  front,"  he  added.  Many 
residents  wanted  to  know  what  his  reasons  were  for 
not  reappointing  the  chief.  "It's  nothing  personal... I 
believe  it's  time  for  a  change.  I  have  my  reasons,  I'm 
not  ready  to  share  them.  I  respect  everybody  here  for 
asking  questions.  All  I'm  prepared  to  say  is,  it's  time 
for  change.  I'm  not  going  any  further  with  this,"  he 
said.  The  40-50  people  in  the  audience  didn't  seem 
satisfied  with  that  answer. 

At  7:35  Selectmen  met  with  Mr.  Thomas 
Simpson  to  discuss  hiring  him  as  a  part-time 
dispatcher.  After  interviewing  him,  Selectman 
Hawkes  said  she  would  like  to  review  his 
application  before  making  any  decisions.  She  also 
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asked  Chief  Dispatcher  Susan  Kucinski  why  they 
needed  to  hire  another  part-time  dispatcher.  Ms. 
Kucinski  said  as  of  July  1,  all  of  the  full-time 
dispatchers  were  eligible  for  vacations.  They  needed 
someone  to  cover  those  shifts,  she  said.  Chief 
Denham,  who  was  also  present  at  the  meeting, 
wanted  to  know  why  his  part-time  officers  couldn't 
be  used  to  fill  in  the  extra  shifts. 

"Part-time  officers  could  be  available  for 
dispatching  as  well,  why  can't  we  utilize  them?We 
have  reserve  officers  who  would  probably  be  more 
than  happy  to  fill  those  shifts,"  said  Chief  Denham. 
Selectman  Hughes  said  the  chief  had  requested  that 
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his  officers  not  be  used  to  fill  dispatching  shifts. 
"With  part-timers,  it's  not  a  problem,"  the  chief 
explained. 

Selectman  Hughes  said  he  supported  hiring 
Mr.  Simpson  to  fill  the  position. 

Once  again,  Selectmen  continued  to  read 
three  more  letters  out  loud  concerning  Chief 
Denham.  Mr.  Costa  asked  Chairman  Murphy  if  he 
thought  the  chief's  termination  didn't  need  a  cause. 
Chairman  Murphy  stated  he  wasn't  firing  the  chief; 
he  would  not  reappoint  him.  "That's 

exactly  what  you  are  doing  to  me,  is  firing  me," 
Chief  Denham  said.  Selectman  Hughes  explained 
this  year  is  the  first  time  an  appointment  for  the 
chief  was  a  three  year  one.  "Under 

the  strong  chief's  act,  if  any  appointment  is  to  be 
made  or  not  to  be  made  (the  appointee)  must  be 
notified  three  months  ahead,"  stated  Selectman 
Hughes. 

Chief  Denham  also  had  some  questions  for 
Selectmen  regarding  his  job  position.  "You're  not 
firing  me?  Would  I  go  back  to  my  last  holding  rank? 
(If  so)  I'd  go  back  to  lieutenant... you  have  made  a 
haste  decision  and  put  the  town  at  risk.  You  are 
trying  to  ruin  my  family.  You  should  be  severely 
reprimanded,"  he  stated. 
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A  letter  was  also  received  from  Assistant 
District  Attorney  Mary  E.  Mullaney,  from  Plymouth 
District,  stating  that  their  office  has  received  a 
request  regarding  a  possible  violation  of  the  Open 
Meeting  Law  from  Chief  Denham.  "The  inquiry  is 
necessary  to  determine  whether  an  informal, 
unposted  meeting  occurred  before  the  January  16 
meeting,"  wrote  Ms.  Mullaney. 
She  also  asked  for  Selectmen  to  notify  in  writing  of 
all  the  circumstances  involved  in  the  decision- 
making process  surrounding  the  chief's  removal.  "I 
need  to  know  when  you  first  heard  that  Mr.  Murphy 
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was  raising  the  issue.  Had  there  been  any  prior 
discussions  at  other  meetings?"  she  asked. 
Selectman  Hughes  and  Chairman  Murphy  noted 
they  had  already  sent  information  to  her  office. 

After  Selectmen  finished  reviewing 
correspondence,  Mr.  Costa  approached  Selectmen 
with  a  petition  to  reappoint  the  chief  signed  by  at 
least  405  residents.  "My  phone  has  rung  off  the 
hook.. .many  people  have  come  to  our  house  or  took 
papers  (to  sign  the  petition). 

Selectman  Hawkes  said  a  situation  happened 
last  year  when  Fire  Chief  Joseph  "Duffy"  Clapp  was 
also  sent  a  letter  he  would  not  be  reappointed.  She 
said  he  really  wasn't  doing  his  job.  "I  don't  see  that 
transpiring  with  the  Chief  of  Police."  "They 
(Selectman  Hughes  and  Chairman  Murphy)  don't 
have  to  state  a  reason  or  cause  but  it  doesn't  mean 
the  chief  has  to  sit  back  and  not  do  anything  about  it. 
He  can  definitely  bring  a  suit  against  the  town.  I 
Don't  want  to  see  anything  like  this  happen.  As 
voters  of  this  town,  the  only  thing  I  will  say  is  you 
have  every  right  to  vote  on  April  10. 

Chairman  Murphy  said  he  would  like  to 
speak  with  Town  Counsel.  "I  will  consult  them  and 
get  back  to  you,"  he  informed  the  voters.  "You  have 
sent  a  message,  I  agree  it's  an  important  message 
and  I  won't  take  it  lightly.  I'd  like  to  thank  everyone 
for  telling  me  how  they  feel.  I  will  get  back  to  you," 
he  said. 

Resident  Pat  Sullivan  asked  Selectmen  if 
their  minds  would  be  put  at  ease  if  they  knew  the 
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chief's  grade  for  the  course  he  took  at  Babson 
College.  In  the  past  they  had  asked  for  this  grade 
and  Chief  Denham  didn't  give  it  to  them.  "The 
reason  I  didn't  give  you  my  grade  was  because 
(Selectman  Hughes  and  Chairman  Murphy)  were 
trying  to  force  me  to  give  them  my  grade.  It  was 
either  pass  or  fail.

DENTAL  DISEASE 
/  love  my  dog,  but  his  breath  stinks  so  badly  that  I  can't  let  him  get  too 
close  to  me. 

The  most  common  cause  of  bad  breath  is  dental  tartar  or  dirty 
teeth.  Lift  the  dog's  lip  up  and  look  at  the  molars.  They  should  look 
nice  and  white  not  tan  or  brown  and  the  gums  should  look  pink 
and  not  red  and  irritated. 

How  can  I  clean  his  teeth  so  they  don't  smell  so  much? 

Tartar  attaches  to  teeth  like  plaster.  If  your  dog  has  dirty  teeth, 

your  veterinarian  will  need  to  clean  them,  often  under  anesthesia. 

If  I  have  them  cleaned  by  a  veterinarian,  how  often  wUl  this  have  to  be 
done? 

It  depends  upon  your  dog  and  you.  Some  animals,  like  people, 
form  a  lot  of  tartar  while  others  don't.  Brushing  or  wiping  your 
dog's  teeth  with  or  without  toothpaste  will  slow  the  rate  of  tartar 
buildup  very  effectively.  At  the  start,  wipe  his  teeth  with  a  face 
cloth  for  5  seconds  and  then  follow  it  with  a  treat  of  some  variety. 
Slowly  increase  the  time  used  to  wipe  the  teeth  always  following 
with  a  treat.  After  a  month  or  so,  he  may  start  to  look  forward  to 
your  teeth  cleaning  sessions.

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Acushnet  Selectmen's  Meeting 

January  29, 1996

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Acushnet  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  at  6:00  pm  on 
Monday,  January  29  by  Chairman  Peter  W.  Koczera. 
Also  present  were  Selectman  Everett  L.  Hardy, 
Selectman  Robert  J.  St.  Jean  and  Executive  Secretary 
Elaine  G.  Miranda. 

Under  incoming  correspondence  for  the 
week,  Ms.  Miranda  noted  the  Conservation 
Commission  wrote  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
informing  them  that  they  are  applying  for  a  grant  to 
update  the  maps  of  the  town.  Selectman  Hardy 
moved  that  the  letter  be  placed  on  file. 

The  board  also  received  a  letter  from 
Lawrence  D.  Worden,  Commissioner  of  the  New 
Bedford  Department  of  Public  Works,  advising  them 
that  the  city  of  New  Bedford  has  received  a  request 
to  discontinue  a  portion  of  Bartlett  Street  —  a  private 
way  between  Westland  and  Norwood  Streets  which 
abuts  the  Acushnet  town  line. 

Since  there  are  several  residences  in 
Acushnet  whose  sewer  services  are  connected  to 
New  Bedford's  system,  Mr.  Worden  advised  they  are 
seeking  an  easement  from  the  owner(s)  of  the 
property  so  that  related  sewer  pipes  may  continue  to 
provide  service. 

Selectman  Hardy  moved  that  this  matter  be 
forwarded  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  with 
Chairman  Koczera  adding  that  an  easement  from  the 
property  owners  is  recommended  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  The  motion  was  unanimously  passed  by 
the  board. 
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The  board  next  received  a  request  from 
Emergency  Medical  Services  to  transfer  $1,500  from 
the  Reserve  Fund  to  purchase  cervical  collars  (neck 
braces)  for  use  at  accident  scenes.  According  to  EMS 
Director  Adrienne  Rivet,  they  were  previously  able 
to  replace  the  collars  they  used  at  St.  Luke's 
Hospital,  but  that  practice  has  been  stopped.  The 
anticipated  expense  represents  the  estimated 
purchase  of  12  to  15  collars  a  month  for  the  next  six 
months  at  a  cost  of  $15  per  collar.  Selectman  Hardy 
moved  to  transfer  the  requested  amount  into  the 
EMS  account,  which  was  unanimously  approved  by 
the  board. 

Com/ Electric  next  submitted  a  petition  for  a 
proposed  joint  pole  location  and  the  removal  of  an 
existing  pole  on  Nestle  Lane  near  the  New  Bedford/ 
Acushnet  line.  The  proposed  relocation  is  required 
to  accommodate  a  new  development.  Ms.  Miranda 
noted  that  the  petition  does  not  require  notice  to 
abuttors  or  an  advertised  hearing.  The  board 
approved  the  petition.

just  tie  them  to  the  new  ones,"  he  said.  "I  think  in 
some  cases  it's  rather  dangerous  and  I'd  like  to 
discuss  this  with  them." 

Resident  Muriel  Hoyle  next  sent  a  request  to 
the  board  to  install  a  street  light  on  Cox  Street. 
Selectman  Hardy  informed  his  fellow  board 
members  that  Ms.  Hoyle  had  called  him  about  this 
matter,  and  he  told  her  that  the  town's  current  policy 
is  not  to  install  any  new  street  lights  unless  an 
impending  safety  hazard  warrants  it.  As  such,  the 
board  agreed  to  have  the  Safety  Officer  check  the 
location  and  make  a  recommendation  to  them. 

The  board  next  received  notice  from  the  Fire 
Department  that  they  had  solicited  bids  via 
telephone  for  the  purchase  of  new  air  bags  (and  as 
per  the  recommendation  of  Town  Counsel).  The 
department  had  previously  received  two  bids  —  one 
which  was  higher  than  the  amount  allocated  by 
Town  Meeting,  and  another  which  was  for  an 
inferior  product. 

But  the  Firefighters'  Association  agreed  to 
kick  in  the  difference  for  the  higher  amount,  and  the 
board  approved  the  recommended  purchase  of  three 
Hurst  air  bags  (one  one-ton,  one  three-ton,  and  one 
nine-ton)  at  a  total  cost  of  $5,183  from  FireMatic  of 
New  York.  The  bags  are  used  to  help  cushion  and/or 
release  people  who  are  trapped  under  vehicles  at

At  6:20  pm  the  board  met  with  Steve 
Grossman,  District  Manager  of  Cablevision 
Industries  (CVI),  regarding  rates  changes  which  are 
taking  effect  February  1.  In  Acushnet,  the  monthly 
rate  for  Basic  Cable  will  be  reduced  from  $12.12  to 
$11.71,  while  the  rate  for  Programming  Tier  1  will  be 
increased  from  $10.70  to  $13.26.  Mr.  Grossman  noted 
that  the  rate  for  CVI  Full  Service,  a  combination  of 
Basic  and  Programming  Tier  1  and  the  most  popular 
cable  package,  will  increase  by  $2.16,  from  $22.72  to 
$24.88  per  month. 

Basic  Cable  includes  local  broadcast 
(network)  stations,  community  access  channels, 
public  access,  C-Span,  and  others.  Tier  1  service 
includes  Basic  Cable  plus  the  USA  Network,  ESPN, 
Nickelodeon,  and  others. 

"Despite  the  ups  and  downs  cable  customers 
have  experienced  with  rates  as  the  federal  rules  have 
changed  over  the  last  three  years,  (Acushnet)  has 
fared  well,"  Mr.  Grossman  said.  "The  price  for  CVI 
Full  Service  (in  Acushnet)  has  gone  from  $24.20  to 
$24.88  a  month  —  that's  just  a  3.6  percent  increase 
over  three  years,  or  1.2  percent  per  year." 

Mr.  Grossman  added  that  94  percent  of  CVI's 
customers  take  Full  Service,  only  6  percent  have  only 
Basic  Cable.  System-wide,  50  percent  of  CVI's

customers  also  have  additional  outlets,  which  is  up 
from  46  percent  in  1993.  Mr.  Grossman  also  noted, 
for  comparison,  that  in  August  of  1993,  Acushnet 
cable  subscribers  paid  $36.70  per  month  for  the  Full 
Service  package,  whereas  in  February  they  will  be 
paying  just  $26.18  per  month  —  a  difference  of 
$10.52. 

Under  New  Business,  Selectman  St.  Jean 
informed  his  fellow  board  members  that  after 
meeting  with  the  School  Committee  and  members  of 
the  Finance  Committee  last  week,  it  was  determined 
that  the  budget  could  no  longer  allow  for  school  bus 
monitors  on  both  the  morning  and  afternoon  shifts. 
As  such,  Selectman  St.  Jean  said  they  have  decided 
to  continue  using  school  bus  monitors  only  on  the 
afternoon  (pick-up)  shifts,  effective  this  week. 

"There's  only  enough  money  in  the  budget  to 
continue  with  the  afternoon  runs  through  the  end  of 
the  year,"  Selectman  St.  Jean  said.  "We're  looking 
into  electronic  surveillance  (video  cameras),  and 
we're  exploring  other  options  ...  but  we've  been 
forced  to  cut  out  the  morning  monitors  right  now." 

Chairman  Koczera  said  the  board  had 
conducted  an  on-site  inspection  of  the  property  at  60 
Middle  Road  earlier  that  afternoon,  and  he  noted 
that  about  one-third  of  the  parcel  can  be  considered 
wetlands.

nature,  excluding  bumper  stickers,  whether  attached  to  a 
building,  free  standing,  lighted  or  unlighted,  or  attached 
to  a  vehicle,  or  every  kind  or  type  are  prohibited  and 
banned  on  public  and  private  property  except  for  a  period
